TO ESTABLISH A FAMILIAL RELATIONSHIP DISCLOSURE REQUIREMENT

WITH COOK COUNTY 

WHEREAS, the practice of nepotism in government leads to a lack of efficiency 
and productivity and diminished public trust in government services; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County government seeks to employ the services of the highest 
quality companies when awarding contracts for county work; and 

WHEREAS, there may exist qualified and dedicated persons related to elected 
officials who should not be barred from obtaining county contract work. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners that Chapter 2 Administration, Section 2-582 of the Cook County 
Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-582. Employment of relatives. 

(a) No official or employee shall participate in a hiring decision, in any 
agency over which such official or employee either serves or exercises immediate 
supervision with respect to any person who is a relative of the official or employee. 

(b) No official or employee, on behalf of any County agency, shall 
participate in a decision whether to contract with any person with whom or in which 
the official or employee knows that a relative of that official or employee has a 
financial interest. 
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(c) For purpos e s of th i s s e ct i on, r el at i v e sha ll m e an a p e rson who i s 
r el at e d to an off i c i a l or e mp l oy ee as spous e or any of th e fo ll ow i ng, wh e th e r by 
b l ood, marr i ag e or adopt i on: par e nt, ch il d, broth e r, s i st e r, aunt, unc le , n ie c e , 
n e ph e w, — grandpar e nt, — grandch il d, — fath e r -i n -l aw, — moth e r -i n -l aw, — son -i n -l aw, 
daught e r -i n -l aw, — broth e r -i n -l aw, s i st e r -i n -l aw, st e pfath e r, st e pmoth e r, st e pson, 
st e pdaught e r, st e pbroth e r, st e ps i st e r, ha l f - broth e r or ha l f - s i st e r. Any persons 
doing business with the County shall be required, upon execution of a contract 
with the County of Cook, to disclose to the Board of Ethics the existence of familial 
relationships they may have with all persons, as defined in subsection (e), holding 
elective office in the State of Illinois, the County of Cook, or in any municipality with 
a population of 500,000 or more. In the event that a business entity is contracted 
to do business with the County of Cook, the disclosure shall apply to all persons as 
are designated as the entity’s board of directors, officers, employees, and agents 
duly authorized to execute documents on behalf of the business entity. This 
section shall apply to all persons currently employed by the business entity or who 
have been employed by the business entity during the previous twelve month 
period. 


(d) For purposes of subsection (c) above, doing business means any 
one or any combination of sales, purchases, leases, or contracts to, from or with 
the County or any County agency in excess of $10,000 in any twelve consecutive 
months. 


(e) For purposes of this section, relative or familial relationship shall 
mean a person who is related to an official or employee as spouse or any of the 
following, whether by blood, marriage or adoption: parent, child, brother, sister, 
aunt, uncle, niece, nephew, grandparent, grandchild, father-in-law, mother-in-law, 
son-in-law, daughter-in-law, brother-in-law, sister-in-law, stepfather, stepmother, 
stepson, stepdaughter, stepbrother, stepsister, half-brother or half-sister.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

TAXING DISTRICT DEBT DISCLOSURE ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, Cook County (the “County”) is a home rule unit of local government 
pursuant to Article VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such, 
may exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its government 
and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the Office of the Cook County Treasurer (“Treasurer”) issues 
approximately 1.7 million tax bills twice yearly; and 

WHEREAS, the annual 2nd installment of said tax bills issued by the Treasurer 
reflect the rates based upon the final levys of approximately 1,600 taxing districts 
in Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the goal of complete transparency of all financial information 
pertaining to all Taxing Districts in Cook County is furthered by the providing of 
readily available tax information to taxpayers on the Internet; and 

WHEREAS, by virtue of the fact that the Taxpayers of Cook County are paying 
both the current and long term debt and liabilities of each such Taxing District, the 
Taxpayers of Cook County are entitled to full disclosure of the audited financial 
statements and financial condition of each taxing district including but not limited to 
both the current and long term debt and liabilities of each such Taxing District; and 

WHEREAS, the Treasurer has agreed to provide and maintain an electronic 
repository of the most recent audited financial statement and financial condition for 
each taxing district, including but not limited to both the current and long term debt 
and liabilities reported by each taxing district pursuant to this Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, the Treasurer has further agreed to provide on all regularly issued tax 
bills the web-address of such electronic repository of the audited financial 
statements and financial condition of each taxing district, including but not limited 
to the current and long term debt and liabilities of Taxing Districts for which taxes 
are collected by her Office. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, that Chapter 2 Administration, Section 2-243 of the Cook County 
Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 2-243. Taxing district debt disclosure. 

(a) Definitions. 

Audited financial statements, current debt , current liabilities, long term debt 
and long term liabilities shall have the same meanings as defined by Generally 
Accepted Accounting Principles, as promulgated from time to time, by the 
American Institute of Certified Public Accountants and shall conform with the 
accounting principles and auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States.

Taxing District shall have the same meaning as defined by 35 ILCS 200/1- 
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(b) Duty of Taxing Districts to disclose all debt. Each Taxing District 
shall, on or before the last Tuesday in December, provide to the Office of the Cook 
County Treasurer, in the electronic format required by Office of the Cook County 
Treasurer, such Taxing District’s most recent, full, complete, unabridged and 
unedited, audited financial statement (along with all auditor’s notes and comments 
on such audited financial statements), including but not limited to the disclosure of 
any and all actual or contingent: (i) current debt; (ii) current liabilities; (iii) long term 
debt; an4r (iv) long term liabilities ; (v) sum total of all debts and liabilities from such 
audited financial statements; (vi) sum total of gross tax levy for the most recent tax 
year; and (vii) gross operating budget revenue for the most recent fiscal year . A 
Taxing District, whose audited financial statements are included and/or 
consolidated in the audited financial statements of another taxing district, is not 
required to separately provide the required audited financial statements in the 
event said other taxing district is in compliance with the requirements of this 
Ordinance. 

(c) Duty of Treasurer to make available disclosure of debt. The Office 
of the Cook County Treasurer shall: 

(1) Create an electronic repository for the storage of all financial 
disclosures made by such taxing districts; and, 

(2) Shall cause to be published on each regularly issued real 
estate tax bill the website address which provides electronic 
access to taxpayers and other interested parties of such 
financial disclosures by such taxing districts. 

Effective Date: This Ordinance shall take effect upon adoption.
